"Instead of visiting
your own works you have a number of
superintendents who furnish you with
reports, and when they are colored to
suit you, you take them as facts,
and the result is that business
is embargoed, poverty staiks all
over your grounds. In a word,
you are alone responsible for the pres-
ent condition of things among railroads.

If
you did there would be no such troulle."
